Leo Tolstoy's latest production is
"Resurrection." Tolstoy is a master.
His latest story is a master-jiec- e. It is

not becomins: literature for a child or a
.tig man or woman, but it is a gold

--iine to any one who, in the cours of ar-

riving at a stage of battered maturity,
has stopped as a target a good many of
outrageous, fortune's slings and arrows.

The difference between literature and
literary effort is the dlffierence between
beef-steak and syllabub. The syllabub re-

freshes at the moment, but before the
iext meal time you have a keener recol-

lection of the beefsteak. Tcdatoy's
is literature. His people live.

A lamentable number of ht

people do not.
In "Resurrection" you meet the, prin-

cipal character of the book as a man;
having met him and followed him for a
few chapters, you know him forever. He
suggests no other character you have
Ver met. He is as distinct and inimi-

tably individual as every one of your
friends in flesh and blood. His hard
Russian name you do not learn to spell,
much less pronounce, but you visually
know it, and having read "Resurrection"
and In the following twenty years waded
through wide wastes of literary creations
if you should come across "Nekhludoff,"
hia name, the whole character would rise
again before you complete.

It is interesting to study how Tolstoy
this character upon the printed

page before you, with what little de-

scription, but with bold, brief character-
istic utterances or actions.

This is his story, and it no more plun-

ders the work of its richness to relate an
outline of it than it harms Hamlet to
read it before seeing it. Nekhiudoff is a
young Russian Prince, who early falls
Into the Ideas of democracy, inevitably
extreme In Russia. He visits two maiden
aunts while he is btill a boy. These aunts
bave taken upon themselves the educa-
tion of an illegitimate daughter of one of
the peasants. The girl is not entrancing-Jy- ,

but is singularly attractive. Her name
is Maslova. The boy and girl fall into
"puppy" love, the purest and most heav-
enly here below. ,The boy goes away,
becomes military, and to a degree moral-
ly lax. He makes at'ehort vfsif on the
way to a campaign, to his aunts. He
finds thero,' Maslova, a young woman. He
EeducJes hCri She 'Is dismissed thereafter
from' his mind. Ha becnes in time a
man of Infinite lefaure and luxury, a
"catch'' in . aristocratic circles. He is
drawn as a juror "in a criminal
court. And therev he setfs the.
prisoner at 'the '8ar 'Maslova1. the
woman he HaKl ruined mariy years be-

fore. She Is."a.courtesan, one of long dis-

sipation. Shells cnarga with poisoning a
man whHe debauoh. The court
scenes are derabod with marvelous"
ikmer. She does' not see" Nekhludoff. She,
Is not guilty.- - The jtury,'becaue of her
attractiveness, 'wactsl to'accuit her, buty
brlhgs' in a bungling?, verdict which con-

victs 'her and leads to' a sentence of penal
servitude in Siberia,

"Maslova, when she heard 'the sentence,
blushed scarlet, 'I'm not? guilty, not
guilty' she suddenly cried, so it resound-
ed through ffhe room. 'It is a sin! I am
not guilty. I never wished I never
thought! It's the truth I am saying
the truth!' and sinkios on the bench she
burst into tears and sobbed aloud."

Prince Nekhiudoff seeks to have the
verdict corrected when it is too 1 te. Af-

ter much thought he decides to mnke
that woman reparation. He decides to
see that she gets Justice: that she shall
have frdm Mm, atoiusment, that he v. ill
devote his life to her, that he will marry
her. lie arranges to visit her in prison,
and there is no more striking, masterful
soene in literature than vhan these two,
the Prince and the courtesan, meet after
many years. ,

"A moment later Maslova came out of
the side door. Stepping softly, she came
up close to Xokhludotf, stopped, and
looked up at him from under her brows.
Her black hair was arranged in ringlets
o'er her forehead in the same way
It had been two days ago; her face,
though unhealthy and puffy, v.as attracti-
ve and looked peifectly calm, only the
glittering black ejes glanced strangely
from under the lids.

" 'You may talk here." said the in-

spector and shrugging his shoulders he
stepped aside with a look, of surprise.

Linking Evidence
Use of Circumstances
in Locating a Criminal

Joseph F. Daly, ce of the Su-
preme Court, writes in the New "York
World as follows: There are two kinds
of proof admitted in judicial proceedings

direct or positive, as where a witness
to the fact in dispute testifies to It from
his own knowledge; and circumstantial,
where proof of collateral facts Is admit-
ted because they afford presumptions
which tend to establish the fact in con-
troversy. In criminal cases there may
be no ss of the crime, but there
may be circumstances from which, if un-
explained by the acused, the jury may
infer his guilt. But the jurors ore in-

structed that the circumstances must be
such as to produce a. moral certainty of
guilt and to exclude any other reasonable
hypothesis. Circumstantial evidence is
considered by some to be the most ry

species of proof because, by
its nature it is capable of producing the
highest degree of moral certainty. Le-
gal writers give instances of convicting
circumstances as where there is homi-
cide by-- a pistol shot, the wadding used
in the charge being part of a letter ad-

dressed to the prisoner and found upon
him, and where a man is suddenly dead
in a room, and another is found running
out in haste witha bloody sword, no oth-

er person being in the room. Instances of
insufficient circumstantial evidence are
given as where one has threatened an-

other with death and the latter shortly
after is found dead by violence. Here
is no proof, but only conjecture; and
again where the guardian of a wealthy
minor is found to have risen from a con-

dition of poverty to one of affluence, the
evidence not excluding the inference that
he might have been enriched by proper
means.

Direct evidence that is, the testimony
of alleged of a feet 4s gen-

erally called the best evidence but wit-
nesses may be mistaken or may He. On
the other hand, circumstances cannot lie.
The only danger in that kind of proof Is
that tho minds which are called to con-

sider it may not always bo capable o
drawing the proper inferences and de-

termining whether every reasonable
doubt, or contrary hypothsls is excluded.
This delicate and important duty Is in-

trusted to ordinary juries, and sometimes
grave errors have resulted. Of course,
in many cases tho plairJest minds may
draw the same conclusions as the wisest

as whore in cases of .larceny tho stolen
property is found upon the prisoner, or
where a watch is found gone from the
room on the departure of the prisoner,
no other having access in the Interval;
or in a case of homicide where stains of
blood, marks of conflict and deadly
weapons recently used ore fountl upon
tho prisoner; or weher tho prisoner, if eh
denies being at the scene of the crime
when it was committed, ought to be able
to prove that he was elsaw'hero, but does
not attempt to do so. In all these cases
the probability of error may justly be
deemed excluded, but not with absolute
certainey. But the law even where hu-

man life Is involved, does not requiro
absolute certainty

Juries will sometimes convict upon a
collection of trivial facte and sometimes
acquit in the fact of very convincing
proof. Warreni the author of "Ten
Thousand a Year," gives the history oft
trial for murder where the accused was
last seen with the missing man at night
armed and going to awood; was found,
afterward with gold ami bank notes, hav-
ing been miserably poor before and his
victim having Teceived a large sum of
money just before his disappearance; was
found wearing some of the victim's
cTfathsing; gave octntrarJictclry accounts
of. which way the latter had gone after
leaving him, and was proved to haye
said said to a party searching for the
body, "He's far moref'Ukely to be' found
in Stokesley Bock." Eleven years ofler-war- d

a skeleton identified by a mark as
that of the missing man was discovered
In Stokesley Beck. The prisoner was ac-
quitted.

On tho other hand, the instance of mis-
taken convictions are numerous and dis-
tressing. The same author cites X.ord
Coke as Instancing a case of a gentle-
man accused of murdering his nelce. She
was heard to cry out, "Uncle, do not
kill me!" and soon after disappeared.
The uncle, being required to produce hor
and being unable to do so, procured an-
other girl to personate her ,but th- fraud
was detected and this lent such color to
the other circumstances that he was con-
victed and executed. It was afterward
found that the nelce was living. And
Sir Matthew Halo mentions a case in
Stafforuhsire where a man was accused
upon strong circumstances of having
murdered a missing person and burned
him to ashes in an oven. He waa exe-
cuted, and a year later the missing man
returned. Warren also cites the case of
Ambrose Groyunot, Wjho. upon circum-
stantial evidence which It Is said really
appeared conclusive and irresistible, was
gibbeted, yet by extraordinary circum-
stances survived his supposed execution,
escaped to foreign parts and there met
the very person for whom ho had been
condemned to die. But tho two latter
cases occurred at a very early period,
before tho law required as tho first proof
of murder that the body of the victim
bo produced or accountiCid for. In the
first case mentioned by Warren it wa
not until the discovery of the body, elev-
en years after the suspicion of crim '

that the accused could bo placed on trial
